‘existance in the face of the atomic threat. He

% should also lead us toward the unlocking of 


a greater secret even than atomic energy, 


1. the secret of lasting peace.” 


Ogden Reid, President and Editor of the

Viet Namese ambassador to the United 
States, Tran Van Chuong, reported on the 
political situation now prevailing in his coun- 
try. He said that Viet Nam is a battlefield 
divided into two camps, the communists to 
the north, and the nationalists in the South. 
He saw no alternative but an eventual show- 


down. He blamed the eS of North Viet Nam .

Raiammal P. Devadas, chief home eco- 


nomist of India, outlined the problems that 
are now facing the Indian government in its 
attempt to raise the standard of living of its 
peoples. She described a five year plan now 
in progress which is expected to increase the 
national income by some 17 per cent. Another 
undertaking is the education of the village 
women in modern techniques of cooking and 
child care. Because the average income in 
the Indian villages is only $55 a year, they 
must be taught to utilize this sum in the most 
efficient manner possible. Trained women 
workers in the villages are presently engaged 
in this type of education. 

 : Both sides of the North African problem 
were presented by El-Mehdi Ben-Aboud, a 
Moroccan nationalist, and Paul Reynaud, for- 
mer premier of France and the chairman of 
the Finance Committee of the French National 
Assembly. Ben-Aboud advocated complete 
independence for Morocco, deprecating the 
French treatment of the Moroccan people. 
He. accused the French of seizing Morocco's 
most productive lands and suppressing all 
opposition. He assured the United States that 
should Morocco achieve independence, 
“equitable arrangements” would be made 
concerning the maintenance of American air- 
bases now on Moroccan soil. 

Reynaud spoke defending the French 
position in North Africa. He denied the charge 
that France has misunderstood the power and 
significance of the nationalist movements and 
is continuing to act as a colonial power in 
opposition of these powers. | 

“France knows that colonialism is dead; 


France respects-national aspirations. The 


words sovereignty, liberty and independence 
are words which we have taught.in our uni- 
versities to many nationalist leaders, both 
Asian and Arab”, he said. 

France cannot get out of Morocco beca- 
use 2,000,000 Frenchman, one tenth of the 
population, have made it their home and life. 
He added that under the French, the Moslem 
population had increased from 3,000,000 to 
18,000,000; and schools, cities, hospitals and 
roads had been built. The French govern- 
ment, he continued, was doing its utmost to 


find policies of conciliation and understand- ; 


ing with North Africa. 

The Middle East question was discussed 
by representatives of Syria and Israel, as 
well as Eric Johnson of the United States. 

Ahmed Shukairy, chairman of the Syrian 
delegation to the United Nations, advocated 
that complete repatriation was the only pos- 
roblem. He stated 
that the land now occupied by the Jews right- 
ly belonged to the Arab world and especially 
to the refugees that were driven out, and no 
compromise was possible unless they were 
returned their properties and wealth. |. 

Abba Eban, Israeli Ambassador to the 
United States, said that resettlement of these 
refugees should be in the Arab ‘countries, 
which posesses the resources to réceive them, 
rather than in Israel, a country which they 
have been taught to hate. He said that peace 
in the Middle East would be greatly advan- 
tageous to both sides, 

Special Envoy for the President to the 
Middle East, Eric Johnston, reported on the 
progress that had been made in the sottle- 
ment of the River Jordan dispute. He said 
that a plan had been formulated which seems 

o be acceptable to all sides concerned and 
expressed the hope that it will be settled of- 
ficially in the near future. | 
The vice-president of the United States, 
Richard M. Nixon, closed the Forum with a 
speech in which he expressed the belief that 
“the chances for peace ‘today are greater

Fairhead said that the Indians 
did not look bad against Bishop's 
despite their loss. 


“We could have beat them”, 
Fairhead pointed out. “That win 
against the Eastward 55ers was 
what really beat us. Complacency 
set in and'the boys thought that 
they could walk away with the 
game. We went ahead 6-0 in the
